The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: while the prior art 
teaches swinging mechanisms comprising a driving and turning member, straddle stands, crank 
shaft, rocking rod and link rod, there is no teaching or suggestion for the two pairs of straddle 
stands, crank shaft, rocking rod, driving and turning member, link rod and straddle seat as 
claimed to drive the straddle seat in a figure-8 path.
